The C«r<teB City-Furtker FftrlleuUn. 
The Queen City came in yesterday, bringiug 


the passengers, crew and cabin furniture of her 
ill-fated consort, and from Mr. Rice, the stew- 
ard we lean the particular* of the loss of the 
Garden City. She made Detroit about noon on 
Tuesday last and steamed quietly along tbe 
aorth shore until about D o'clock, when Capt. 
Squiers came on deck and believing her to be 
bending too far to the northward gave directiont 
to have her bear off a few points, aod again went 
below. In a few minutes she struck on n sunk- 
ken reef, knocking a hole in her larboard side, 
ttnd her engineer coining up from her bold re- 
ported her filling rapidly. She was then swung 
upon the reef and her boats lowered, which, a£ 
t«r taking in the passengers, twelve In number, 
with blanket* and provisions, made for the shore 
some six miloa distant The wind at the time 
was north-east and only a moderate, sea was run- 
ning. After safely landing the passengers, and 
making somo provision for their comfort and 
security, a sail was rigged to thu life-boat and 
Cnpt. Squier*, his mute, steward, and ono of tho 
wheels-men set out for Mackmae, which they 
reuchod after a few hoars run, about 11 o'clock 
P M. The next morning the Queun City, bound 
from this port to Suult, took them on board and 
proceeded to the scene of the wreck. The pas 
sengers were taken Irom the shore ami exer- 
tions were made by the steward to snvo the fur- 
mtiireof the Garden City, still hanging upon the 
rocks, submerged to her main deck ami broken 
in two forward of her shafts. Heincceedcd in 
bringing away all her plate atid furniture, other 
upper saloon, leaving nothing, aahe informa us, 
but the bedding, &c., of her lower cabin. Hor 
position is such that a moderately high sea will 
break hor up very soon. Should she bevisitod, 
however, before tho recurrence of heavy weath- 
er, it may bo possible to remove most of her uia- 
chinerj and her upper cabins. 


The reof where she struck is a most danger- 


pus one, and but little known as wo learn.

is covorod iu a calm by some three or four f«et 
of water, and its surfnee in *oid to be several 
yards iu diameter, whilst on every side there 
are from five to six fathoms of water.
